Hoo RMIT Oos Strect, 
Gonzelos, Toxes, was interviewed in roferonce to an umisunl aorlal phonomeng 
sho lad seen near Gonzales, Texas, approximotely in October 1951. ‘the objoot 
had been sighted while sho and her husband woro driving toward Gonzales on 
Highway #3 approximately ono (1) mile north of Gonzales, As thoy roached 
the swneit of a small hill the object appeared straight ahead and at first 
it was believed to be a grayish cloud with a whito cirole sround ite Upon 
closer observation, by both she and hor husband, it secaod to be sonsthing 
othor than a cloud ami it was moving as if thera was some means of power 
propolling it. Mrs @qgQgmlBNWOMEVRt ed sho did not knar if the obj ct was 
of a solid mtorial or note Sho further stated thet if she had been alono 
and tho only person to have seem it cho would have considered it a figment 
of her imagination, but sirse her husbend also saw it and after they had
